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PREFACE 


The idea of making twelve copies of this old record book of the Pleasant Hill Meth 
| odist Church stemmed from @ desire to see the first Ohio home established by the 
| Longsworth family of Maryland. 


| Headed west on the old Cumberland road, in 1826, lumbered the covered wagon of 

| the Basil Longsworth family. His wife, Elizabeth, his five children, his widowed 
| mother, Lucy, and a11 their worldly posessions were drawn by the tired horses 

| through forest and over mountains mile by mile and day by day. Their journey cane 
to an end in the eastern Ohio hills of Washington Township in Guernsey County. 


| Six years later Basil's brother Solomon, and his wife, Catherine, [Elizabeth's 
sister] and their eight children followed the same road and settled on Will's 

| Creek on the northern edge of Valley Township. This family remained in Guernsey 
| County only a few years. By 1836 they were living in Richland County and ebout 
| 1845 they moved on to the "prairie? lands of Van Wert County. Solomon and Cath- 
| erine were my great,great grandparents which fact explains my residence in west- 
| ern Ohio and also my interest in the church records of the eastern Ohio branch 

| of the family. 


| One Saturday in May, 1953, we three, my husband, my son and I, were in Columbus, 

| Ohio and in the afternoon we decided to drive on to Guernsey County and find this 
| old Longsworth home, We knew that it was near Freeport and that Lyle Longsworth, 
| @ great grandson of the first owner, lived on the farm, Stopping in Freeport, we 
| obtained written directions from the mail carrier for we were "'"flat-landers". We 
| found Lyle and Doris late in the afternoon and it was, with no doubt, inherited 

| Maryland hospitality that they took us three strangers in for the night. 


| Before dark Iyle took us around over the hills and to the church that Lucy, Basil 
| and Elizabeth helped to organize in 1828 and to the adjoining cemetery where Lucy 
| and succeeding generations of the family are buried. Then he obtained the "old 

| church book" and after supper we looked over the records. Lyle"wished he had a 

| typed copy of the story of the location of the church" so I offered to take the 
| book home and make one for hin. 


| After typing the account of old Father Ripley's dream, I felt that every page of 
| the beok was so outstanding and valuable from a historical and genealogical view 

| that I found I couldn't stop with only the story of the founding of the church; 

1 also wished to preserve and keep alive the story of its founders and those, who 
through the succeeding years, have perpetuated the work and the spirit of its 
earliest members. 


Thus I embarked on a task that has taken many hours of my spare time in evenings 

| and on holidays of the past year. I have kept the spelling and punctuation as in 
| the original. Along the way I decided to add the map, the photographs and the 

| index. To Frank Heckman I am indebted help on the map; to Lyle and Doris Longs- 
worth for searching out the original pictures; +o my son, Donald, for copying 

| and printing the photographs; and to our cousin, Mary Longsworth Breese, for help 
| on the indexing,

Pleasant Hill Methodis Protestant Church 


and Congregation 


The location of the Church is in the North East corner of Washington Town- 
ship Guernsey County Ohio, This Township being the North East Township of said 
county, places the church als [almost] in the corner of said county, not far 

from where Guernsey and Tuscarawas corners; and one half mile West of the 
Harrison County line, on the North side of the Freeport and Birmingham road, 
and about midway between the two places. This was one of the first roads laid 
out in the county, and was the great thorough-fare East to the Ohio River; 
Cadiz being one of its principal points. 


The country laying around this old land mark, is undalating and generaly 
fertile; it is well watered, and calculated for either agriculture of grazing 
purpose. 


We have not the means at hand to say, just when and wher the firs permanent 
settlements were made in this amediate neighborhood. Probably they do not | 
date back farther than 1815. 


Permanent settlements had been made on the Muskingum, Tuscarawas and White 
Woman's Rivers, while the teritory imbracing our state formed a part of the 
Northwestern Teritory. But at the time Ohio was admitted into the Union as a 
State, this whole section of country was only known to daring scouts and hunt- 
ers who often shot the poor indian in wanton cruelty, with as little apparent 


consern as though they had been the common game of the forest. 


This whole country continued to be an undisputed hunting ground for many 
years after Ohio became a State. The most of the names of these scouts have 
been forgotten. 

ppsce > James Perdue, Jacob Dumond, and Henry Johnson, are a few of 
the names which now occurs to my mind. But this state of affairs soon gave 


way before advancing civilization, 


About the year 1813 the land began to be entered from the government; and 
against the year 1820, all the land embraced in the four adjoinin settlements 
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had been taken up; mostly in small tracts for settlement. In those days dif- 
ferent settlements were known by names givin to their designated bounderies; 
the four settlements refered to wer Sugar Creek, a small stream South West of 
| the church and flows in the same direction until it empties its waters into 
Wills Creek. It received its name from the great amount of sugar mapl that 
grew on its bottoms; from which the settlers manufactured a great amount of 


maple sugar, which was their chief article of comerce. 


Crab Orchard is a small stream South East of the church it flows East until 
it empties its waters into Still Water. It received its name from the great 


number of Crab Apple trees found on its margin. 


Atkinson is a small stream having its source West of the church; it derive 
ed its name from one Johnathan Atkinson who lived on its bank in an early day. 
|The upper portion of this stream formed the boundary line between two of these 
| settlements, Boot Ridge on the East and Moccasin on the West side of the stream 
| These settlements in early times were clanish, and fueds between the clans 
| were of frequent occurance, and frequently at corn huskings, log rollings, and 
'vaising, when the clans would be brought together ( for they always responded 


to the call of a common necessity). The prowess of these clans were frequent- 


dy exerted to an exciting extent. For a man to be outlifted 

page 4 at a hand spik, by 
one of a different clan, not only brough disgrace upon himself, but upon his 

| settlemen, this disgrace could only be avenged by some of his comradsé out+-lift- 
|'ing the victor and if such a one could not be found, the victor bore away the 
honors, which was shared in by his entire clan. Foot racing, wrestling and 
other games were shared in, in like manner, But particularly was this true 


with Moccasin and Boot Ridge. 


The fued between these settlements had its origin for a different reason; 

| the settlers on the West side spent much of their time in hunting and trapping; 
they all wore moccasins made of buckskin; hence the origin of the name. Un- 

| fortunately for the settlement on the East side there came a man from the East 

who was the sole posessor of a pair of boot, his name was Brown; he built a 

cabbin and took up his residence and was for the time a citizen of the place, 
This created envy among the other clans, and especially among that of the moc- 
casoneans, who looked upon Brown with his cowskin boots as an unworthy person- 
age, and one who was introducing a dangerous custom, and establishing a ruin- 
ous precedent. They had nothing agains Browns moral character, for he was a 
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| gentleman, but his boots made him an aristocrat, and the settlers who tollerat- 
ed a pair of boots in their community, was to be treated without consideration, 
and the Ridge was to be stigmatized with the epithet of Boot Ridge. 


So deep seated was this fued that few of the Boot Ridgers would even bury 
their dead in the Engle burial ground which was the first regularly laid out 
cemetery in the country, lest Moccasin clay would contaminate the dust of their 
dead. But notwithstanding these little differences 
page 7 the different tribes and 


elans would always respond to a common good like true and noble pioneers, 


PIONEERS 
To take them as a whole there were no better bone and sinew walked the plan- 
net than were our Pioneer Fathers. They were brave, hardy, generous and hos - 
pitable to a fault. They were young, daring and ambitious, capable of enduring 
| great hardships and suffering great privations; no wonder that before such men 
'the forests gave way to cultivated fields. May reathes [wreathes] of honor 


ever crown the brow of their remembrance. 


MISSIONARIES 
Our Pioneer Fathers and mothers were religiously inclined, many of them hav- 
| ing left in the East altars where they had in infancy been given to God in ths 
holy ordinance of baptism. Here in the West they found no temples but the 
leafy forest; no alters but the rude family altar found in their humble cabins. 
But around many of these were their God both privately and publicly acknowledg- 
ed; and when the missionaries came to the settlements thes cabins were opened 
for the preaching of the word, and many souls were converted, and others were 


strengthened and made happy. 


| The Methodist Episcopal Church organized societies on Sugar Creek and a 
| promising one in the Levi Engle neighborhood, where they hewed the timber for a 
| new frame church but the church never materialized and the organization went 


down. 


The United Brethren in Christ, first occupied the amediate neighborhood 
Bouth and West of the chureh and organized the first society about the year 
| 1826 for a number of years they held their meetings in private houses. Jess- 
ie Wilson, Nathaniel Smith and Samuel Bishop's houses being prominent places. 
Sewel Brigs, Alexander Biddle and Samuel Lord (commonly called Little Sam Lord)

Chestnut Hill which now stands about one mile South West is the out growth

of this organization. Nathamiel Smith, Jun. was a member of this organization 
and was perhaps the first ordained minister ever sent from this neighborhood.

ORGANIZATION OF THE METHODIST PROTESTANT CHURCH 
AT PLEASANT HILL, GUERNSEY COUNTY, OHIO 


This grand old chureh was first organised under the Conventional Articles 
of November, 1828 which met in Baltimore, It is therefore older than its 
Constitution, 


The Rev. Wm. B. Evans, a tallented local minister in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and a resident of Eastern Ohio attended that Convention. But for so 
doing he was uncerimoniously expelled from the Old Church. He amediately ent- 
ered into the new organization, and in February 1829, he organized the M.P. 
Church in Mount Pleasant, Jefferson County. In the same month he organiged 
other Societies at Harrisville and Geargetown, and called it Georgetown Cir- 
cuit. The Circuit soon became so large that he called to his assistance Rev. 
Geroge Waddle and John Wilson, who commenced preaching in the neighborhood. 


In October, 1829, Rev. Asa Shin called upon all the Reformers West of the 
Alleghenies Mountains to meet for organization in the City of Cincinatti. The 
Convention met according to call on the 15th of said month and organized under 
the Conventional Articles the Ohio Conferance, embracing all the territory be- 
tween the Alleghenies Mountains and the Mississippi River. This conference 
Stationed twenty two ministers three of them were placed on Georgetown Circuit 
Namely, Wm. B,. Evans, Sup., 
page ll John Wilson and George Waddle, assistants. It was 
during this conference year that Pleasant Hill Congregation was organiged. The 
first partial organization was made in the fall of 1829 in John Ripley's house 
but was perfected in the log school hous which stood at a spring % of a mile 
North west of the church where they continued to worship untill they built the 
church where it now [1888] stands, in 1834. 


THE SITE SELECTED 


There appears to have been no jaring element in the selection of a site on 
which to build, A central location and a road to get to it was all that was 
required. The Freeport and Birmingham road runing East and West, had been sur- 


veyed, which cut the territory occupied by the congregation into about equ-l 
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5. 
parts. This was originally a State road, running by the way of Freeport and 


Cadiz to the Ohio River, The course of this road has been so0 changed from 
time to time that its original track has been almost obliterated. For instace 
going west from the point where Pleasant Hill now stands, it made a short el- 
bow and ran southwest for about sixty or seventy rods, right by the door of 
the widow Donaway's house and on the spot now oecupied by David T. Owens, to 
the brow of the ridge where stood an old barn; thence north of west, where it 
eame within six or eight rods of striking the section corners just one half 
mile west of the church, where it crossed a township road, which intersected — 
with the Coshocton road at a point where Chestnut Hill now stands; running 
north along the section line to Specks [7] mill on Atchinson creek, and from 
thence to West Chester. From this point it bore to the South west and crossed 
the Coshocton road, where the residence of John Dugan now stands, 


The Freeport road running east ans west divided the congregation into parts 
yery nearly equal. There was therefore no differnece of opinion on what road 
it should be built. But there were three points on this road recommended, ist, 
The Coshocton crossing; end, the Chester crossing; 3rd, a point about sixty 


or seventy rods east of the present site, on the south side of the road. 


The headquarters of the United Brethren in Christ, was then at the residence 

of Nathaniel Smith, who owned the farm on which Chestnut Hill Church now stand, 
and the residence of Samuel Bishop, who held a lease of forty acres in the 
Southwest corner of William Buoyer's farm, The United Brethren in Christ made - 
a proposition, to build a partnership church in which bothe congregations were 
to have equal rights at the Coshocton Cross roads; and for this purpose they 
promised to deliver the logs on the ground; which was then partly prepared on 
the farm of Smith. This proposition was. however soon abandoned, but the site 
was still held in prospect and was the prefference of Nichodemas Brown and 


Peter Brumley. 


At first Basil Longsworth and William Hastings favored the Chestnut crossing, 
on a strip of land lying on the north side of the Freeport road, and betwcen 

it and the south line of the Hastings farm, which is the northeast corner of 
farm now owned by John Dugan. But at a meeting of the congregation held at 

the residence of the WidowDonaway , in the early part of the year 1834, the most 


eastern point was unanimously accepted. 


The point as heretofore stated, was on the south side of the road, anc 
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6. 
about sixty or seventy rods east of the present site on the farm of william 
Boyer, who donated one acre of ground for church and cemetery purfoses. The 
ground was staked off and the size of the house determined, and its foundation 
Jaid off; and the work of geting out timber for the new edifice was being - 
pushed forward with much vigor when 


page 15 A DREAM WAS THE CAUSE OF CHANGING THE LOCATION 


At Donaway's elbow (by which name it was then known) on a spot between the 
road and where the church now stands, there had stood an ancient double ches- 
nut tree, united at the root, then separated and diverged one from the cther. 
Some tempest had uprooted this monster tree, perhaps long before any white 
settlement had been made in the neighborhood. There appears to have been some 
thing about this tree, that almost led to superstition. The boys avoided it, 


| and it was known for miles around as the old chesnut at Donaways elbow. 


On the night of the meeting at Donaways at which the site had been select- 

ed, Lewis Davidson, William Rankin, Harry Been and two others whose names we il 

are not in posession of, on returning home, and in passing this tree (for the | 
huge root was by the wayside) heard strange voices coming apparently from be- 

| tween the trunks of this tree; but as it was overgrown with a dense growth of 

| underwood and grape vines they could see nothing. 


A few evenings after this, the venerable Father Ripley, father of Brother 

| John Ripley, had a dream, but the old saint thought it was a vision. He saw 
a great company in regular procession, clad in glorious attire, that to him 
was indescribable. They were led by one with an angelic appearance; with a 
miter upon his brow studed with brilliants which he declared resembled grains 
of lightning. In his left hand he held a golden harp, in his right a measur-. 
| ing stick. 

page 17° My first inclination, said he, was te follow them, but I was remind- 
ed of my age. I then thought of my son, John, and then I thought I was at his 
hous, but how I got there I eannt tell. I thought it was night and the stare 
Were shining most beautifully. I thought that Johns family, like myself, had 
been avakene by the songs and prayers of those in the procession, they were 
all standing on the porch overlooking the little valley just below; and when 
they came up I said John follow this people, I am Sid; he did and was made 
glorious like as the others. I did not join them but still I thought I was 


With them, 
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They went up the valley and then turned south, went up the hill, and 


marched right between the trunks of the old chesnut tree, there was then a 
bright amber light around them, and I could hear suppressed voices, and then 
the sound of a hearty amen, the light vanished, I awoke and I was home on? 89" 


Father Ripley was a grand good gld man, he lived and died in the Methodist 
Episcople Church, but his heart was in the Reform movement, but never joined 
it, he said he was too old. He told his dream, as though it had been a vision. 


The congregation received it as an omen, and built the church on that very apct. 


THE test CHURCH 

This noble old church was built of hewed logs. They were cut 25 and 36 
feet long. They were cut and dress by voluntary labor, in fact the intire 
| building was put up in the same way. There was no money expended except for 
nailes and glass; for there was but little money to be had. In those days 
| every man was his own mechanic. The building was covered with lap shingles, 
| and the gables were weatherboarded. The ends of the logs were sawed off level 
| with the walls making square corners. The cracks were well chunked withpieces 
| page 19 of timber and then well daubed inside and out with lime morter. The 
| room was about twelve feet from floor to ceiling, with two small windows on 


either side, and in the north end by the pulpit, just under the ceiling, was 
| another. 


The floor of the pulpit was raised about three feet from the main one, and 
| was reached by four steps from the mens side of the hous. When once in the 

i pulpit the preacher had no access to the dear sisters, nor the dear sisters to 
| him. In the pulpit was a board fastened to the logs, which made a seat sofi- 
: cient for three divines if they were not too large. And when once seated and 
| the entrance door closed they were lost to the world. In the center of the 

| front of the pulpit was a half circle; in this the preacher stood when preach 
ing, and on the top of this breastwork was nailed a board about ten inches 

| wide on which lay the Bible and Hymn Book. The breastwork was built so it 

| would come up to a common mans armpits, but there was nothing but the head of 

| a short man that could be seen when preaching. To obveate this they made a 
stool for the accommodation of this class of preachers on which they might 

| stand. 


The church had but a center aisle and in it stood a stove. The seats were 


| made of heavy slabs, with the edges dressed as smoothly as an ax would make 
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them, with two holes boared in each end and lcng pegs fastened therein; these 
were called legs, but they were all destitute of backs. The house was lit up 
by seven candles, two on each side of the house and one on each side of the 
door and one on the pulpit. There were also pins drove in the logs on the © 
mens side for them to hang their hats. Men and women were not permitted to 
set together, it was considered a breach of etiquet, that could not be toler- 
ated, even the bride and groom were seperated. The ladies took the East side 
and the gentlemen the West side of the house.

This discription of the old Church may appear odd to many at the present 


time, but it was considered when built one of the finest and best houses in 
this whole country. It was here our fathers and mothers worshipped and were 

made glad, these alters rood [rude] as they were, were sacred to them, And 
their memory are sacred to many of us that are yet living for they proved to 


be the birthplace of our spiritual and eternal life.

Pleasant Hill Church is (1953) located on County Road #73, six miles west of, , 
Freeport in Section 10, Washington Township, Guernsey County, Ohio. 


The M. P. Church,- the Methodist Protestant Church. 


White Woman's River (or Creek), one of the main branches of the Muskingum rive 
er. It is formed by the confluence of Mohiccan [sic] and Owl creeks, in the 
western parts of Coshocton county, runs east by south 16 miles, receiving in 
its progress Killbuck creek from the north, and forms its confluence with the 
Tuscarawas branch at the town of Coshocton, (Ref: page 176 in John Kilbourn’s 
OHIO GAZETTEER, Albany, N. Y., 1817.)

ist Pastor, REV.WM.H.EVANS.The first Pastor and Organizer of this Congregation, 
Was born in Lancaster County, Pa. March 18, 279/:, 
His father, John Evans, was a soldier in the Revolutionary war and he was also 
/a soldier in the war of 1812, He was converted Shortly after he returned from 
the army. He was soon convinced of the duty that he was called to preach. 


He joined the M. E, Church, received licence to preach and labored in 1 Io- 
| cal capacity till 1828, When he was expelled because he went as a delligate to 
the Convention of Reformers, which held their meeting in Baltimore, Md. ia 
1828. He also took an active part in the Comvention which hed been called By 
| Rev. Asa Shin in Cincinati October 15, 1829 iihen the Ohio Conference was ov- 
ganized under the Conventional Articals, and from that Convention, received 
the Superintendency of Georgetown Circuit of which Pleasant Hill became a part 
| He was assisted this year by Rev. John Wilson and the Rev. George Waddle, beth 
of which afterwards became Pastors. 


He remained on the circuit till the fall of 1830. He afterwards filled 
many of the best appointments in the Church as Cincinnatti, Louisville, Léba- 
non, Xenia. He served several terms as President of the Ohio Conference and 
and was elected a number of times as representative to General Conferences. 


He wrote a pamphlet against Episcopacy in the form of questions and answers, 
the sale of this pamphlet amounted to one hundred thousand. He departed this 
life in Richwood, Union Co. Ohio March 10th, 1873 aged seventy nine years.

2nd Pastor, REV. GEORGE WADDLE The Ohio Annual Conference Convened again in 

Cincinnati September end, 1830 under the Con- 
| ventional Articles and appointed the Rev, G. Waddle@as Pastor of Georgetown Cir- 
cuit of which Pleasant Hill was still a part. He was also reapointed at the 3ré 
Annual Conference which held its session in Zanesville Ohio September 1831. 


Therefore he was the first appointed Pastor under the Constitution; which rela- 
tion he held till the fall of 1832. 


Brother Waddie had been an itinerant in the M. E. Church for a number of 
years, but severed his relation with that church early in the year 1829 and 
went over to the reform, and assisted the Rev. Wm. B. Evans in organizing soci- 
eties in Eastern Ohio till the autumn of 1829, when at the Convention of Cin- 
cinnatti of that year he was appointed associate pastor of George Town Circuit 
under Wm. B. Evans. 


Brother Waddle was a man of sterling ability, uncompremising in his convictions 
of right, but withal, he was retiring and modest. It was the writers privilae 


[*Compiled by Rev, William B. Hastings} 
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to hear him preach on one occasion; he was then a little past the prime of 
life, He preached in the grove just East of the church to an immense congre- 
gation. His subject was Daniels prophesies refering to the kingdoms represent 
ed in the great imag, and the fifth kingdom represented in the stone cut out 

| of the mountain without hands. It was the old storie cloathed in new and liv- 
ing ideas that were original; and told in words that were driven into the 
hearts of his hearers by the Holy Ghost. 


Physically he was a noticeable man that would distinguish him from hundreds. 
He probably stood about six feet in hight 
page 45 and would weigh two hundred pounds. 
There was a grace and reverence in every movement of his body and such a so- 
lemnity rested in his countenance, that he would impress you with the thought 
that he was living in close communion with his God. He lived to a good old 
age, and died in his pleasant home in Belmont Co., Ohio. 


| 3rd Pastor, REV. JOHN WILSON 

The fourth session of the Ohio Annual Confer- 

| ence was held in Pittsburgh, Pa. September 1832. At this Conference the Old 

| Georgetown Circuit was divided into two circuits, known by the names of Deers- 
| ville and Freeport Circuits. Pleasant Hill formed a part of the latter; and 


| the Rev. John Wilson was appointed Pastor. 


Brother Wilson was born in Ireland, July 26, 1786. He was just the man for 
| the times. All Reformers are men of firm convictions and unyielding to perse-~ 
| cution. Such was Luther. Wilson was one of the Luthers who defended the Re- 
| form in the Methodist Church. And perhaps the Church at Pleasant Hill is as 
|much indebted to Brother Wilson, in confirming it in the principals of reform 
| as any other man. The reasoning and persuasive powers of an Evans and a Wad- 
| dle could organize them; but God sent a Wilson to confirm then, 


He was a true shepheféd and stood between his little fleek and its enemies. 

| He was a man of great native ability and physical endurance; in the latter he 
was never excelled by any of his successors. He knew no personal danger, and 
|his name throughout the West was a terror to evil doers. A volume of anecdotes 
jand daring adventure might be written of this remarkable man, in planting 

| churches, holding camp meetings and defending the fath [faith]. Only one of 

§ these incidents I will relate as it was given to me in early life, by an eye 
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In the autumn of 1556, soon after I entered the Conference and was placed 
jon Zanesville Circuit, I made my first visit to Roseville, a small village 

| twelve miles south west of Zanesville. I put up at the house of a brother 

| Bailey, one of the original settlers of the place. My appointment was to be 
jin the evening and Father Wilson had preached there that afternoon. He had 
}alse put up at Brother B's for lodging and also to hear the young pastor at 
night. It was a stormy evening and Brother Bailey met me at the hitching 
iplace, and invited me into the hous as I was very chilly and cold, while he mit? 
up my horse. 


I had heard from childhood of the Rev. John Wilson, but had never seen him 
before. He met me at the door and introduced himself in the following manner. 
"My name is Wilson, John Wilson; and you are the young preacher that is to 
preach for us tonight. I answered in the affirmative. Well said he I have the 
honor of preaching the first and the last sermon ever preached in Roseville. 


At the clos of our services that evening we all returned to Brother Bayleys 
and Father Wilson soon retired, leaving brother and sister Bailey and myself 
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| alone, when I mentioned our peculiar introduction, which led them to relate 
| the following circumstances, 


Roseville was first settled by a very rough and wicked class of citizens, 
who knew nothing about the gospel, and cared less about knowing an}thing about 
it; and their detestation of anything good was so great that the community 
had actually held a meeting and had unanimously passed resolutions, disalowing 
any minister of the Gospel the privilege of preaching in the town; the penal- 
ty for even attempting to preach was to be arested, and 
page 49 
treated to a brand new suit of tar and feathers, and rode out of town on a rail 
After this but few appointments were made, and these few, save one, never ma- 
terialized; the one mentioned was that of a young Presbyterian minister, who 
Suffered the penalty, and went away a sadder, if not a wiser, man. 


Wilson happened to be in the neighborhood, and hearing of the above circum- 
Stance, amediately went to the village and made the announcement that he would 
| preach in the schoolhouse on a given evening. The news spread like fire, the 
people became excited, the night came and they turned out inmasse to see the 

| fun. 


Wilson came and took his place behind the teachers desk, and promptly open 
| ed the exercise [by] the reading of a hymn, he had only completed the first 

| stanza when the regulators began to file in and move to the front, led by 

| their chieftain with a three cornered rail on his shoulders; following him 
was a man carrying a bucket of tar, and behind him was another with a sack of 
| feathers under his arm, and at the heels of him were the rank and file of the 
| clan, 


The preacher stopped until the regulators came to the front, and then in an 
| authoritative manner, he demanded of the leader what he was going to do with 

| that rail and that bucket of tar and that bag of feathers, and was answered in 
|return by repeating the resolutions that had been unanimously passed in a gen- 
| eral meeting of the denizens, that no preacher was aldwed to preach the Gospel 
|in that community, and we are here to inforce the resolution. 


Well said Wilson, I have made the announcement that I would preach in this 
-house tonight, and 4 must preach; and I must not be interrupted either, and 
| the very first man that a attempts it will get the full weight of that old irish 
fist in his face (as he exhibited it in a defiant manner). 
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There happened to be two great burley looking irishmen that were strangers 
present, probably they had been induced to come for fun, just like ali the 
/rest, but finding that Wilson was one of their countrymen, with all the grit 
of an Irishman, their national honor was aroused and they took their position 
to the right and left of the preacher, and also told them that they believed 
that this John Wilson was an honest man, and that the first man that would 
dare to molest him would get their ould irish fists piumped square into his 
| face. 


Now said Wilson put down that rail and you that bucket of tar‘and you that 
bag of feathers until I get through with my sermon and then you can do with me 
just as you please; they did so. Wilson preached one of those soul moving 
sermons that but few men were more capable of preaching, his congregation was 
| soon melted into tears and sobs and groans was heard all over the house. He 

| closed with a powerful prayer, and then to the surprise of everyone, made an 
| uficonditional surrender to the regulators, telling them that they could now do 
| with John Wilson just as they pleased. 


Their chief turned to his companions and said this is an honest and coura- 
| geous man; let us invite him back to preach for us, and they did; he held 
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a protracteed meeting and many souls were converted, including these very 
leaders, and a large and flouishing society was organized. 


Brother Wilson had come to America in early life and had lost much of the 
brogue of his nationality, but always retained their excentrisities, He was 
a clear and logical thinker and expressed his thoughts with great ease. He 
died at his son's home in Morgan County Ohio at the good old age of more than 
four score years, 
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4th Pastor, REV MOSES SCOTT. Received his appointment from the Annual Con- 
ference which held its session in Cincinnati in September 1833. At this time 
the Ohio District was divided, the Eastern part was called Pittsburgh District. 
He continued his pasturate one year only, He was a native of Ireland, and was 
born about the year 1785. He imigrated to America when a young man. 


His education was very limited, but he was a great reader, especially on 
the subject of Church Government, that was then agitating the Methodist people. 
Few in his day understood the principles of the controversy better than he. 
Many of his discourses in debating the questions with ministers of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church were said to be very able. He loved debate and excell- 
ed in it. 


As a preacher he was plain and practical, exceling in exhortation. Asa 
pastor he was sought after, always successful in his work. After leaving this 
circuit he spent the greater part of his itinerant life in the Southern por& 
tion of the State where he died in a good old age, full of years and good 
works. 


Sth Pastor, REV. CORNELIUS WOODRUFF. The first pastor by appointment from the 
Pittsburgh Confernece which held its session in Mt. Pleasant, Jefferson County 
Ohio September 1834, continued his pastorate but one year. He was a descend- 
‘ant of Welsh parentage and was born near Elizabeth Town, New Jersey in the 
year 1762. His early instruction was received from the Quakers, the simplic- 
ity of which he retained through life. He was better educated than men in 
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general of his day; he was polished and refined, seldom laughed or pass 
ed a joke, his countenance was grave, his dress was of the Puritan style. 


He was not brilliant in his discourses but grave and thoughtful; he weigh- 
ed every word and sentence; his outer walk was an index of a purer life within. 
Under his administration the first church was built of hewed logs on the pres- 
ent site of Pleasant Hill. He lived to a good old age, beloved by all who 
knew him. We believe he died in or near Zanesville, Ohio. 


6th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM PALFERMAN. Received his appointment from the Pitts- 
burgh Annual Confenetice which held its sessions in Steubenville, Ohio in Sept- 
ember, 1835. At this Confererce the Pleasant Hill Circuit was formed of parts 
taken from Deersville and Tuscarawas Circuit and called Pleasant Hill. He re- 
mained on the circuit but one year. He was probably 30 years of age, an Eng- 
iishman by birth, of medium height, but slender and delicate in appearance; 
tasty in dress, and a medium preacher. He soon afterward left the conference 
and our record closes. 


7th Pastor, REV. DANIEL PETTIE. Was pastor from the Annual Conference of 1836 
till 1838 imbracing a period of two years. He was a man in the prime of his 
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life, tall, straight and dignified, in the pulpit he was graceful. He was ~~ 
more than a medium preacher in those days; he spoke with great ease and flu- 


ency. His first years labor was greatly blessed, the churches were strength- 
ened and built up. 


The second year was attended with some difficulty which finally led to great 
dissatisfaction. The difficulty had its origin in the ante-slavery movement 
which began to be agitated at this time, Pettie was away beyond the masses 
of common people of those days and firmly took the side of God and right, this 
did not suit the people, they were not yet educated to take the part of the 
oppressed. He was finally driven from the ministry in our chureh, for cons- 
cience sake. 


Sth Pastor, REV. WILLIAM L. BALDWIN, of Pleasant Hill Circuit, received his 
appointment from the Pittsburgh Genterneée which held its sessien in Lancaster 
Ohio September 1838. His Pastorate at this time continued for one year. In 
1842 the Pittsburgh conference held its session in Mt. Vernon, ©. Here the Dis- 
trict was divided and the western part was called the Muskingum District. At 
this Conference Br. Baldwin was again appointed as pastor to this Circuit but 
_his labors again ended with the first year. 


He was again appointed as pastor by the conference in 1844 which he again re- 
tained for one year. In 1864 he was again appointed as assistant pastor under 
the Rev. James H. Freese, Superintendant. In 1865 he was again appointed pas- 
tor which also terminated with one year. Again in 1867 he was appointed assist 
ant under Rev. James H. Freese. Again in 1868 he was appointed pastor, which 
| he retained one year. Again in 1876 he was appointed assistant pastor under 
| Rev. Samuel Lancaster, 


Brother Baldwin was born in Orange County, Vermont August 8, 1809. He entered 
the itinneracy of the M.P. Church in Wheeling in 1837 and appointed to Pleas-~ 
ant Hill in 1838, the second year of his ministry. He was then a young man of 
29. He is still living at the date of this writing( Mareh 5, 1888 ) in his 
seventy ninth year. He is a healthy and vigerous old man and bids fair to 
live for many years yet (God grant it). He is now on the Superannuated list. 
As a preacher Br. Baldwin never rose to dizzy heights or sank below a medium 
He is a grand old man and has done a grand good work. 


9th Pastor, REV, THOMAS FOSTER, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1839 
to September, 1540. He was a man in the decline of life and very corpulent, 
probably weighing over three hundred pounds. He was but a medium preacher but 
Pleasant Hill enjoyed one of her greatest revivals during his administration, 
assisted by a Rev. Richerson. He died shortly after leaving the circuit. 


10th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM McCONNEL, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 
1840 till September 1841. He was a native 
of Ireland, a grand good preacher but nothing of interest transpired this yar 


1ith Pastor, REV. NATHANIEL LINDER, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from 1841 till 
ip ap 1842. Linder was a man in the prime of 

life, nervous in his temprement. He was a fine looking man, quick in motion, 

spoke fluently but very gorreatly. Shortly after leaving the cirenit he went 
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l2th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM L. BALDWIN. From September 1842 till September 1843. 
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| 13th Pastor, REV. THOMAS FAIRCHILDS, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 

1843 tili September 1844, He was a natlye 

| of Irelan, a man of more than ordinary ability; he was a very deliberate and 

| foreeable speaker. But he was in ill health and died soon after on his farm 
near Cambridge, Ohio. 


14th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM BOARDMAN, of Pleasant Hill Cireuit from the Annual 
Conference of September 1844 till Septen- 
ber 1845. He was a native of England and very poorly prepared for the work, 
At the following conference he was transferred to the unstationed list. He 
| died ih Sharpsburgh Pa, in 1874, 


| 15th Pastor, REV. CHARLES CADDY, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1845 
till September 1846. He was a pollished and good preacher, loved and respect- 
| ed by all. At the close of this year he was transferred to the Ohio Conferene 
in which he still retains his ministerial relation as an honored member. He is 
| on the Superannuated list and lives in Lima Ohio where he owns property. In 

| 1868 he wrote a little vollumn entitled the Life and Times of Rev. Robert Dob- 
| bins. 
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| 16th Paster, REV. ZECHARIAH RAGAN, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 

| 1846 till 1847. Brother Ragan was born in 
| Westmoreland County Pennsylvania February 22, 1804. Joined the ministry of the 
'M.P. Church, with the Organisation of the Ohio Conference in 1829. He depart- 
| ed this life in Steubenville November 27, 1875 in his seventy second year. In 
1840 he was elected President, also in 1844 and 1845, he was again elected in 
12848. In 1862 he went out as Chaplain of the 25th Regiment of Ohio Volunteer 

| Infantry. In 1863 he was appointed by the President of the United States, Hos- 
| pital Chaplain of the regular army. The Civil War being over, in 1367 he waa 

| transferred to the Pittsburgh Confernece. In 1868 he was again appointed Chap- 
| Jain in the regular army which position he held until his death. 


Physically, he was a powerful man, a grand orater, a clear thinker and a force+ 
| able speaker. He received the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Divinity many years 
before his death, 


17th Pastor, REV. J. W. CASE, of Pleasant dill Circuit from September 1647 till 
September 1848. Br. Case was born near © 
| Goshen New York in October 1808 and departed this life in York, Medina County 
| Ohioin the 69th year of his life, He was buried in the Hartford Cemetery in 
| Tuscarawas Co. Ohio beside his wife who had preceeded him to the spirit world. 
He joined the conference in 1841. He was finely educated and one of our very 
| best pastors. He filled some of our best stations such as Steubenville and 
| Toronto. Pleasant Hill was graciously blessed with revivals during his Pastrate 
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| 18th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM TIPTON, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1846 

till September 1849. His age was about 30. 

| Jenteel in his appearance, he had a soft musical voice, never clamerous. He 

| was reserved to a fault, never was appreciated according to his worth. At the 

close of this year he was transferred t one of the Western Conferences and is 
still living as far as we know (March 6th, 1388)

19th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM REMSBURGH, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 
1849 till September 1851, imbracing a per- 
iod of two years. Br. Remsburgh was born in the State of Maryland October 23, 
1813. At the close of his labors on this circuit he was transferred to the 
Iowa Confernece where he has risen to eminence. He was a safe man, a good pas- 


tor and preacher; he is yet living in that Conference (March 6, 1888). Pleas- 
ant Hill was blessed under his labors. 


20th Pastor, REV. HENRY LAWSON,Pastor of Fleasant Hill Circuit from September 

1851 till September 1852, imbracing a per- 
iod of one year. He was born near Winchester, Frederick County Virginia April 
kth, 1815. He joined the Conference September 16841. Was traveling Logan Cir- 
cuit when he died June 7th 1880 in the sixty sixth year of his age. He was an 
earnest good worker. 


2lst Pastor, REV. THOMAS POTTER , of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1852 

till September 1854 imbracing a period of 
two years, We have no record of either the beginning or ending of this most 
remarkable man. He was probably born about the year 1795 in England. He em- 
igrated to this country, when we dont know. Hé became identified. with: the 
Methodist Protestant Church but how we dont know, As a preacher of the gospel 
he has had no peers from among all the pastors who have served the circuit, 
and no superiors in the Conference. While laboring on this circuit his wife 
died and her body rests in Pleasant Hill Cemetery. Yet with all his intel- 
lect, life with him appears to have been a failure. At the close of his lab- 
ers here, he moved to Illinois and failing to get work in our Church, he join- 
ed the Lutheran and died in straitened circumstances, 
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22nd Pastor, REV. JEREMIAH JACK,of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1854 

till September 1856 imbracing a period of 
two years. He was a very weak brother and was finally put on the unstationed 
list. He died near Attica, Seneca County Ohio in October 1359. 


23rd Pastor, REV. JAMES FREESE, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1856 

till September 1859, imbracing a period of 
three years. Brother Freese was born in Cambria County Pennsylvania june ilth 
1811 and departed this life in great peace July 19, 1886 at his home in New- 
comerstown Tuscarawas County Ohio, after preaching in our church for 41 years. 
He always maintained an unblemished character and stood fare in the conference 
He was again appointed, as pastor of this circuit in 1863 and 1864 and again 
inl867 making in all seven years. He was a careful good man, a fair preacher, 
and did much good. 
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24th Pastor , REV. JEREMIAH BIDISON, of Pleasant Hilt Circuit fromSeptember 
1859 till September 1860 imbracing a period 
of one year. He was a good preacher, he moved to Kansas and died. 


25th Pastor, REV. JEFFERSON SEARS, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 
1860 till September 1862 imbracing a period 
of two years. Brother Sears was born in Louden County Virginia in August 1805 
and departed this life at his home near McConnelsville Ohio April lst 31877. 
Brother Sears joined the Conference in 1843. At his death he bequeathed his 
property to the church at the death of his wife. Brother Sears was one of our 
best preachers, 
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25th -Pastor, REV. JOHN McFARLEN, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 1862 
till September, 1863 imbracing a period of 

one year. He was born and educated in Ireland, he came to this country when 

@ young man, but could never adopt himself to American customs. 


e7th Pastor, REV. JAMES H. FREESE, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from 1863 till 
1865 imbracing a period of two years. 


28th Pastor, REV. WILLIAM L. BALDWIN, of Pleasant Hill Circuit from September 
1865 till September 1866 imbracing a period 
of one year, 
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29h Pastor, REV. REUBAN REYNOLDS, of Pleasant Hill from September 1866 till 
1867 imbracing a period of one year. He 
received the appointment again in 106°, in 1870, 1871 and 1872, making in all 
four years. He again received the appointment in 1874, making in all six 
years as pastor of this circuit. He was esteemed by all as a good man, very 
zealous in his work and was gifted with an extriordinary tallent for exhorta- 
tion. For preaching, he was poorly qualified, but his work on this circuit 
has proven to be a good and lasting one. The Conference eventually placed 
him on the unstationed list. He is now (1388) a local minister of Belmont 
Circuit.

‘power, and in this he excelled them all. His delicacy of manners, and tender- 
ness of heart were almost feminine; he never visited a family but what he”. 
left it better, and with a desire to have him return. 


It was the writers privilege to preach his funeral, and as I gazed on the face 
of the dead, I cood not help thinking, that a great man in Israel had fallen. 


Brother Hogland was born in Summerville State of New Jersey June 26, 1814. He 
departed this life in Steubenville Ohio October 25th, 1883 in the 70th year of 
his age. He joined the conference in 1641. In 1661 when treason indangered 
the life of our Republic, and the government called her sons to its reseue, 
that atl to him was the call of his God. He amediately resigned the pastors ;- 
ate of Pisgah Circuit, and enlisted in defense of his country, where he remain.

BASIL LONGSWORTH 53 & 


BASIL LONGSWORTH, Sen., may be justly regarded as the Founder of the Pleasant Hill 

| Society, as well as the Pleasant Hill Circuit. He was converted during the days 
of his youth, in the year 1815, at a camp meeting held on the grounds of Enoch 

| Homestead, in Frederick County, Maryland. Subsequently he united with a society of 
| the M. EH. shurch, meeting in Prospect Chapel in the same county, where he continued 
in good standing until he left that neighborhood to seek another home for himself 

| and family in the then comparatively new state of Ohio. 


| On his arrival at his "Forest Home", he was received by certificate into another 

| class of the M. EH. church, located in the vicinity of his new residence and in this 
| new class he remained a worthy member until the stirring times of Reform came on. 

| When the Advocates of Mutual Rights made their way into the neighborhood, he was 

| &mong the distinguished few that gave them a favorable reception, and at once af- 

| forded them his sanction and support. Of the five individuals that were first ore 
! ganized into a Methodist Protestant Society in a lone nook of the forest by William 
B. Evans, and that formed the little nucleus of the present large society of the 

| Pleasant Hill Meeting House, Basil Longsworth was one of the foremost. For several 
| years after the formation of this embryonic class, he was its efficient Leader. 


From the very beginning of Pleasant Hill Circuit, down to the time of his death, - 
during the whole protracted period of more than 22 years, his name has had an hone 
| orable place in its Officiary list, first as a class leader and then as Trustee and 
‘leader, and subsequently as Circuit Steward, in all which offices he is represented 

to ha: g, scharged his duties with exemplary fidelity and superior success, and to 
| nave [fe y entitled to higa commendation. 


| As a delegate he represented Pleasant Hill Circuit in the annual Conference four 
times by which he became extensively known and esteemed beyond the bounds of the 
circuit by numbers of preachers and laymen from different places of the Circuit. 

| His house was, from the beginning, the Preacher's Home, and many & weary Circuit 

| Rider and many a wayfaring traveling preacher, have found repose and received re~ 
freshments by a call at his hospitable dwelling. A dwelling which had by successive 
additions at different times, [grown] from a 17 feet square cabin until it had bee 
' come @ roomy and commodius residence, affording ample conveniences and accommodsa~ 
tions to @ numerous company of guests. By his indefatigable industry, good man- 
agement and remarkable prudence, he acquired considerable property, while raising, 
with great respectability, 4 numerous family. 


| He was always liberal in his pecuniary support of Ministers of the Gospel and though 
he had often to contract debts in making additions to his original land and stock, 
it is greatly to his honor that he always gave to the preacher the same amount of 

| Quarterage, whether he was in debt or out of debt, not resolving to meet every other 
| pecuniary claim before the first and most sacred claim of God was met.. Indeed he 
was, what the poet represents to be "the noblest work of God", @ truly honest man, 
always acting in accordance with his own impression of the right.Few men have se 
cured more of the confidence of the community at large, or of the religious world 
in particular, for integrity of purpose. 


Last year he gave his parting blessing to a younger son, who with an exhorter's 
licence, started for Oregon to aid in the building of the cause of Methodist Pro- 
testantism on the Pacific seaboard. During his last illness which was protracted 
over seven months, he-was. not only "in patience possessed his soul" , but he even 
maintained a cheerful spirit. His was the end of the upright man.
